You appealed from the action of the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms, and 
Explosives (ATF) on your request for access to records pertaining to yourself. I regret the delay 
in responding to your appeal. 

After carefully considering your appeal, I am affirming ATF's action on your request. 
The records responsive to your request are exempt from the access provision of the Privacy Act 
of 1974 pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552aG)(2). See 28 C.F.R. § 16.106 (2006). Because these 
records are not available to you under the Privacy Act, your request has been reviewed under the 
Freedom of Information Act in order to afford you the greatest possible access to them. 

ATF properly withheld from you certain information that is protected from disclosure 
pursuant to: 

5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(2), which concerns matters that are related solely to internal 
agency practices; and 

5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(C), which concerns records or infonnation compiled for law 
enforcement purposes the release of which could reasonably be expected to 
constitute an unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of third parties. 

In your appeal letter dated September 15, 2005, you contend that ATF failed to provide 
you with all records responsive to your request, specifically, eighty pages that the Executive 
Office for United States Attorneys (EOUSA) apparently referred to ATF in 2001 (ECUS A 
Request No. 01-1351). As a result of discussions between ATF personnel and a member of my 
staff, ATF conducted a fiirther search of its files but did not locate records related to this apparent 
referral of eighty pages from EOUSA. I have determined that ATF conducted an adequate, 
reasonable search in this case. 
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If you are dissatisfied with my action on your appeal, you may seek judicial review in 
accordance with 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(B).
